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not be allowed to receive or recover any charge what-
ever from any traveler, boarder or any other guest, oc-
cupying rooms on or above the third goor of such hotel
or inn, 8o long as the provisions of this act are so un-
comphed with.

Secrion 8.  This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 93.

[ Published March 29, 1871.]

AN ACT to repeal sections four and eight of chapter 160 of gen-
eral laws of 1859, and re-enact section four of chapter 61 of the
revised statutes as amended by section one of chapter 202 of the
general laws of 1860, enmled ‘‘an acs to prescribe the rate of
wserest.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTioN 1. Sections four and eight of chapter one
hundred and sixty of the general laws of 1859, enti-
tled “an act to prescribe and limit the rate of interest,”
are hereby repealed.

SecrioNn 2. All bonds, bills, notes, assurances, con-
veyances, and all other contracts or securities what,ever,
whereby there is reserved or secured a rate of interest
exceeding ten per cent. per annum, shall be valid and
effectual to securg, the repayment of the principal sam
loaned, bat no 1nterest shall be recovered on such secu-
rities, or on any money or other thing loaned by such
contract.

SEcTioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after is passage and publication.
